in full sympathy witbourpublicschool 
system, 
ifmen should 
be elected to 


till the Board who are disposed to cut 
down the salary of teachers, object 
to 


building school houses, 
and do every- 


thing grudgingly, the glory of our cily 
will begin to wane. 
There are a class 


of men who always believe the cheap- 
est article is the best. 
We have 
no 


quarrel to make with such 
men, 
but 


we do 
not want any 
cheap school 


teachers, neither do we want any jars 
or schism in our 
School 
Board 
so let 


every man see to it, that men of pub- 
lic spirit are elected to that office. We 
do not want foolishly extravagant men 
in either Board, neither 
do we want 


any old fogies, but live, active consid- 
erate men. 
These remarks were 
sug- 


gested by hearing the remark 
made 


that our public schools were of such 
a 


character 
that they were destroying 


the private school interest of this city. 
This is just what we want. 
We want 


every poor child in thecity to have an 
euual chance with the rich|man'sch 
Id, 


We hope to live to see 
the day when 


every child raised in Los Angeles shall 
have a good business 
education, 
and 


we say it to the credit of the citizens 
that they have 
made 
a noble start. 


Let us keep it up by electing the best 
men.
